POINTS FROM STATUTES CONTRARY TO 
THE HIPPOCRATIC OATH. 


Dr. Macqueen’s Appress to tHe Hype Division. 
At a meeting of the Hyde Division of the British Medical 
Association on October 25th the chairman, Dr. J. Gorpon 
MacqukEN, barrister-at-law, delivered his inaugural address on 
“Some points from statutes and regulations contrary to the 
Hippocratic oath.” 

Dr. Macqueen said that four hundred years before the birth 
of the Great Physician there was born the Greek physician 
Hippocrates, who, probably more than any other, had influenced 
the practice of medicine throughout the ages. The Hippocratic 
oath and the law of Hippocrates had been faithfully followed 
by many, but it was doubtful in these changing times to what 
degree they held good to-day. As an instance he quoted the 
dictum of Mr. Justice McCardie at the Birmingham Assizes 
(as reported in the Zimes of July 19th, 1927) : 

“The medical "mage meg normally was under the duty of 
keeping inviolate the secret. knowledge that they might gain from 
treating their patients, and, indeed, might become liable in a civil 
action for damages if, without lawful excuse, the duty of con- 
fidence was broken; but in a court of law a doctor had 10 
rivilege similar to that of a solicitor or other legal adviser, and 
was not privileged from: compulggry disclosure of communica- 
tions, however confidential. A further point arose in the case 
(under trial). as to whether the doctors were in a_ specially 
Privileged position owing to the fact that they were acting in a 
department under the control of the Ministry of Health through a 
local committee. — In his view there was nothing in the regulations, 
or in any regulations he had heard of, which saved the doctor from 
the obligation of disclosing, if ordered to do so by the court, all 
the information he might have of the facts he had gained while 
acting under the regulations.” 

Earlier in the case the judge had intimated that if the docu- 
ments required were not produced by the doctor he would 
commit him for contempt. Many, Dr. Macqueen continued, had 
questioned the justice of this ruling, but it must be remem- 
bered that though medical practitioners ostensibly practised 
their calling under the privilege of the diplomas granted to them 
by the licensing bodies—the universities and colleges which 
instilled into them the sacredness of the Hippocratic oath— 
this was not _Teally so. No degree or diploma of itself, 
however high it might rank in the medical or surgical world,. 
entitled anyone to practise; the inclusion of a practitioner’s 
ae in the Medical Register, and that alone, conferred this 
right. 


The Medical Act of 1858. 

The [Register was established seventy years ago by the 
Medical Act of 1858, the preamble to which began : ‘‘ Whereas 
It is expedient that persons requiring medical aid should be 
enabled to distinguish qualified from unqualified practitioners 
*- + It established the body popularly known as the General 
Medical Council—the General Council of Medical Education 
ad Registration of the United Kingdom—which was required 
th provide for the keeping of the Register. A perusal of 

© Act led to the conclusion that it was intended for the pro- 


tection of the general public; it provided that none but regis- 
tered persons could recover any charge for medical attendance, 
etc., excluded unregistered persons from certain appointments 
and from signing certificates, and imposed penalties for offences 
in connexion with registration. The functions of the General 
Medical Council, on the other hand, were not so much to 
protect the public as to establish and maintain a satisfactory 
standard of medical education, and to keep the Register ‘ pure 
and undefiled,” for which purpose the Council was granted 
certain disciplinary powers. After discussing the nature of 
the qualifications for admission to the Register, Dr. Macqueen 
mentioned that a copy of the issue for the time being was 
evidence in all courts and before all justices of the peace 
and others that the persons therein specified were registered 
according to the provisions of the Act, and proceeded to explain 
the powers conferred on the Council of erasing names from the 
Register. He added that the Medical Act also provided for the 
publication of the British Pharmacopoeia, and exempted regis- 
tered medical practitioners from serving on all juries. He 
then described the composition of the General Medical 
Council, from the original membership of 1858 to the present 
day, when they had a Council consisting of a president, 26 
representatives of medical corporations and universities, 5 Crown 
representatives, and 6 direct representatives of registered 
medical practitioners. 


Death Registration and Reports to Coroners. 

Dr. Macqueen next turned to another Act—the Births and 
Deaths Registration Act, 1926—which, he said, contained pro- 
visions directly enjoining the medical practitioner to break the 
Hippocratic oath. Only two persons were entitled to give a 
certificate of the cause of death—the registered medical practi- 
tioner who was in attendance on the deceased during his last 
illness, and the coroner for the district in which the body lay. 
The certificate given by the practitioner was required to be in 
the prescribed form, and in no other form, and the practitioner 
was now required to deliver the certificate to the registrar 
direct. All stillbirths must be registered, but the certificate 
required mast not be on the official death certificate form. 
A certificate was necessary in every case of death, even when 
the coroner was notified; a Home Office circular of June 28th, 
1927, had .stated : 

“If the practitioner has any reason to believe that an inquest 
may be necessary it is, of course, his Common Law duty as one 
of those about the deceased to inform the coroner, or his officer, 
or the police, but this does not of itself relieve him of his other 
duty of certifying the cause of death.” 

All cases of death in which any of the following circum- 
stances were present or suspected should be reported to the 
coroner : 

1. Violence, including homicide, suicide, manslaughter, infanti- 
cide, casualty by fall, collision, drowning, misadventure, sudden 
death, and in circumstances not specially provided for under any 


statute. 

2. Those required by various statutes to be reported—for 
example, by the Prisons Act, 1865, the Habitual Drunkards Act, 
1879, the Coroners Act, 1887, the Inebriates Acts, 1888 and 1898, 
the Lunacy Act, 1890, the Quarries Act, 1894, and the Factory and 
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Workshop Act, 1901, ete. Among those in this class are deaths 
from abortion, anthrax, glanders, industrial disease of the lungs, 
| swe ae (including alcoholic, aniline, arsenical, benzine, carbon 
isulphide, carbon monoxide, food, lead, morphine, or other drug 
habit). Any death occurring after an operation necessitated by 
injury, or occurring under an operation or before recovery from 
the effects of an anaesthetic. The death of an infant while in 
the care of a person for reward and under the age of 7 years. 
Any death with respect to which it appears to the registrar from 
the particulars contained in the medical certificate or otherwise 
that the deceased was seen neither after death nor within 
fourteen days before death. 

The coroner, Dr. Macqueen continued, must be notified in all 
cases where it was intended to remove a body out of the 
country, and no body might be so removed before the expiration 
of four clear days after that on which notice of this intention 
was received by the coroner, unless that official, in acknowledg- 
ing receipt of notice, stated that he did not intend to hold an 
inquest, 

7 Need for Professional Unity. 

Medical practitioners had also certain legal duties to perform 
under the Public Health Acts, such as notification of infectious 
diseases, and under the National Health Insurance Acts, with 
which most of them were only too familiar. The Insurance 
Acts governed a large part of the daily life of the majority of 
general practitioners, and there was no doubt that, whatever 
they might think of the Acts as individuals, from the point of 
view of the nation they had been a great benefit. It was more 
than likely that in the future—perhaps in the very near future 
—there might be further developments along the same lines, and 
it therefore became their duty to themselves and to posterity 
to guide and direct the path along which such development 
should take place. He thought that every medical man should 
belong to a medical society, and he asked what better form 
could such a society take than their own Association, which had 
its local Division, its bigger Branch, and a Central Council 
representative of all the members throughout the country. 
One often heard grumbles about ‘‘ headquarters’ policy,” but 
they should always remember that the policy of the head- 
quarters was definitely and finally in the hands of the members, 
who were instrumental, through their representatives, in 
electing the Council, and that if a majority of the members 
wanted a certain policy or a certain line of action they could 
always gain fulfilment of their desire. His own definite 
opinion was that it was only through the Association that they 
could influence the development of any scheme of national 
health service. It behoved every member of the medical pro- 
fession—not only those in general practice, but also consultants 
and teaching staffs—to join and co-operate in the work of their 
great Association. If they did not do something to dirgct the 
lines on which medical service must develop, they would find 
themselves suddenly overwhelmed as bondsmen in ‘a socialistic 
State medical service. 

In conclusion, Dr. Macqueen reminded his hearers that, 
although they might seem to be hemmed in by many restric- 
tions and limitations, by rules and regulations, by statutes and 
official circulars which caused them to break the Hippocratic 
oath, they were still free citizens of this great land so long as 
they obeyed the laws of God and of their country.

Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize. 

The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which include 
an illuminated certificate and a money award of fi 
guineas, is again open for competition. The following 
are the regulations governing the next award: 


Regulations. 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research, and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations ang 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, anda 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4, Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association H 
London, W.C.1, not later than December 31st, 1928, and the 

rize will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting of th 

ssociation to be held at Manchester in July, 1929. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, anda 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work, 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or the admissibility of his essay, the decision of the 
Council on any such point shall be final. : 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi 
date’s name and address. : 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be reques 
prepare a paper on the subject of his essay for publication in the 
British Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.

In mental disease in general there appeared to be inva 
ment of the inhibitory pyramidal cells of the brain, either 4 
chemical or hesheclahenionl affection, similar to general paralysis 
and encephalitis lethargica. In those cases associated with devel 
ment and involution the affection might result from malfunctioning 
of the endocrine system, Our present knowledge of the causatig 
of mental disease seemed to warrant further research along 
physical lines as likely to be most successful, and it was hoped tha 
as advances were made a physical basis would be revealed in all 
cases of mental disorder. ' 

A discussion followed, in which a large proportion of member 
took part. 

A number of pathological specimens were demonstrated, and 
thereafter the members present were entertained to tea by the 
staff. The meeting concluded with a tour of inspection of various 
wards, where several interesting cases were shown, especially 4 
group showing the after-results of encephalitis lethargica.

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DENTAL BOARD. 


A sesston of the Dental Board opened on November 13th 
under the chairmanship of the Right Hon. Sir Francis Dyke 
Acland, Bt. Sir Norman Walker, who had been appointed by 
the General Medical Council a member of the Board in the 
place of the late Sir James Hodsdon, took his seat. 

The chairman, in his address, referred to the grievous loss 
which the Board had sustained in the death of Sir James 
Hodsdon, who possessed sagacity of judgement in a very high 
degree; the Board also deplored the loss of Sir Arthur 
Chance, a former member, and of Sir Charles S. Tomes, a 
trustee. He went on to refer to the policy of the Board in 
assisting certain dental schools to provide better teaching. In 
order to make certain that, while directly helping dental schools, 
the Board should keep within its means, it had directed him 
aud the treasurers to be less liberal than before in granting 
bursaries. Accordingly, while there was little noticeable change 
in the standard of those who applied, the proportion of awards 
of bursaries had been reduced to about one-half of the eligible 
applicants from about four-fifths. He also referred to the 
Dentists Act, 1928, of the Irish Free State. The only impor- 
tant innovations which this introduced were that all dentists 
were required to pay an annual fee, and company practice was 
entirely prohibited. Among the disciplinary matters which the 
Board would have to consider was the applicability to dental 
premises of the-new advertising mechanism, daylight signs. 
** Personally I am sure we shall be right if we adhere to our 
established principle that announcements of practice shall be 
sufficient only to enable persons seeking a_ practitioner’s 
premises to find them, and I can think of few cases in which 
a daylight sign should be necessary for this purpose.” 


The Board then dealt with an unusually light calendar, but 
the first case was of the kind just mentioned by the chairman, 
concerning the exhibition on dental premises of an illuminated 
box sign with the words ‘‘ Dental surgeon ”’ in large letters on 
red glass, as well as a number of brass plates, ‘ in character, 
size, and wording more than reasonably required.” 

‘his practitioner had been before the Board on three previous 
occasions, and had shown some reluctance about the alteration 
of his sign, but he had now taken it down and was keeping 
it down for the present. The Board decided to adjourn the case 
again until the November session of next year, in order to keep 
a watch on the practitioner, and the chairman stated that if 
the sign was replaced in no circumstances would the practitioner 
remain on the Dentists Register so far as the Board was 
concerned, 


DORSET INSURANCE COMMITTEE INQUIRY. 


COMPLAINT BY PRACTITIONERS UPHELD. 
AN inquiry by the Ministry of Health into the administration 
of the Dorset Insurance Committee with regard to certain 
matters which were the subject of complaint by local insurance 
practitioners was held in June last in Dorchester, and the 
report of the officer of the Ministry who presided over the 
inquiry has now been issued. 

A state of friction in Dorset had existed for some time, but 
the complaints were brought to a head in a letter written to 
the Ministry on behalf of the Insurance Acts Committee in 
November, 1927, which stated that a very serious position had 
arisen in the county owing to the long-continued antagonistic 
attitude towards insurance practitioners adopted by the clerk 
to the Insurance Committee. It was alleged that the tone of 
the clerk’s communications to practitioners was abrupt, irri- 
tating, and sometimes offensive; that he spent a great deal 
of time travelling about the county, not only to investigate 
genuine complaints, but with the intention of getting com- 
plaints put forward or of preventing their withdrawal; that 
he acted as informer, prosecutor, and, as far as possible, 
adjudicator in Medical Service Subcommittee cases; that the 
time of the subcommittee was wasted and practitioners brought 
from remote parts of the county on trivial cases; that many 
complaints of a vexatious and frivolous nature were heard, 
though the subcommittee had power, through its chairman, 
to dispense with a hearing in such cases; that the committee, 
at the instigation of the clerk, had passed a resolution requiring 
practitioners who desired to have their names placed on the 
medical list to give particulars as to their surgery and waiting- 
room accommodation, and had also ruled that the conduct of 
any practitioner who had made a bona fide mistake in charging 
a fee to a person on his list, which fee he had returned, must, 
as a 7 of routine, go to hearing before the subcommittee. 

Thé inquiry, which took place on the request both of the 


Insurance Committee and the local practitioners, was presided 
. over by Mr. Michael Heseltine, Principal Assistant Secretary, 
Ministry of Health, with whom were Dr. G. F. McCleary, 


a medical officer of the Ministry, and Mr. L. G. Dawson, of 
the Legal Branch, as assessors. The Insurance Committee and 
its clerk were represented by Mr. W. H. Moresby, barrister- 
at-law, and the Local Medical and Panel Committee by Mr. 
O. H. Hempson, solicitor. During the inquiry Dr. E. K. 
Le Fleming, chairman of the Local Medical and Panel Com- 
mittee, Dr. T. MacCarthy, vice-chairman, Dr. J. A. Pridham, 
honorary secretary, and two other practitioners made state- 
ments in support of the allegations; and rebutting statements 
were made by Major K. R. Balfour, chairman of the Medical 
Service Subcommittee, and by a lay member of the Insurance 
Committee. The clerk to the committee was not called ; on the 
fourth day of the inquiry it seemed to the chairman of the 
tribunal that a provisional indication of the impression which 
the case had made on his mind might be given with a view to 
concluding the hearing within a reasonable time, and, the 
legal representatives agreeing, one of them waived his right 
to call the clerk, and the other to cross-examine him, but an 
address was made to the tribunal on the clerk’s behalf. 


The Official Findings. 

The chairman of the tribunal, with whose findings and 
recommendations the assessors concur, in his report to the 
‘Minister, deals first with the less important allegations. He 
finds that no case was made out for holding that the clerk 
acted as informer in any sense in which it was not his duty 
to act, nor was there any substantial ground for the allegation 
that he acted as prosecutor or adjudicator. Any irregularities 
in the procedure of the subcommittee in this respect were 
inadvertent. 

The allegation that the clerk spent a good deal of time 
travelling about the county to get complaints put forward or 
to get insured persons to persist in complaints was widened 
at the inquiry into an objection on the part of the practi- 
tioners to personal visits to insured persons by the clerk for 
investigating complaints in any circumstances. This objec- 
tion, the tribunal holds, cannot be maintained, provided 
the visits are properly authorized and conducted. It was 
admitted that in one case the clerk had aeted improperly 
by writing to the person concerned, after his visit, asking her 
to put her statement in writing, and adding, “‘ I would prefer 
that my call should not be referred to in any way.’’ The 
report states: ‘‘ It is unnecessary to refer further to this un- 
fortunate incident, which, I hope and believe, was isolated and 
will not be repeated.’’ It is recommended that in future the 
chairman should give specific directions in all cases (as he has 
been doing in certain cases) in which a visit by the clerk is 
considered desirable, that the clerk should record in a minute 
what happened at the visit and place the minute before the 
chairman, who would lay it before the subcommittee at the 
first opportunity. 

The committee’s resolution as to the surgery accommodation 
of practitioners seeking admission to the medical list is stated 
to be contrary to law and unenforceable. 

Coming to the allegation that the subcommittee was made to 
waste its time over the hearing of trivial cases, the matter 
turns upon the question whether the chairman of the sub- 
committee had a reasonable measure of discretion, and whether 
the exercise of that discretion had been unreasonably restricted 
in practice. Many pages of the report are devoted to a review 
of this part of the inquiry, but the conclusion is that the 
chairman has a reasonable measure of discretion under the 
present Medical Benefit Regulations and the rules relating to 
administration, and that the exercise of his discretion in this 
instance had been unreasonably restricted, chiefly because of 
his interpretation of certain correspondence in which he had 
been engaged with the Ministry of Health, and by failure to 
observe in all cases a regular and equitable procedure in 
carrying out preliminary investigations. It is recommended 
that the discretion of the chairman to form the opinion on the 
facts of particular cases that no prima facie ground of com- 
plaint has been disclosed, and to bring such cases before the 
subcommittee with a view to dispensing with a hearing and 
reporting on the matter forthwith, should be more freely 
exercised in future. Also that preliminary investigations should 
be more closely regulated. Failure to observe a regular and 
equitable procedure, for which the clerk must be held primarily 
responsible, has contributed materially to the belief held by 
the practitioners that cases were taken to hearing before the 
subcommittee when the chairman could, in the exercise of his 
discretion, have dispensed with a hearing. 

These same recommendations also apply to the cases, specifi- 
cally mentioned in the complaint, in which a practitioner, 
having made a bona fide mistake in charging a fee, has 
‘ returned the fee, but has found himself required ‘‘ as a routine 
matter” to explain himself to the subcommittee. The report 
states that ‘‘ it is neither necessary nor proper that these cases 
(any more than any others) should in any instance go to a 
hearing by the Medical Service Subcommittee ‘as a routine 
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Coming finally to the character of the letters written by 
the clerk to practitioners, the report states: ‘‘I have to fin 
with regret . . . that the complaint against the clerk that the 
tone of his communications to insurance practitioners is abrupt, 
irritating, and sometimes offensive, is substantially established. 
This is a finding that the action of the clerk in this respect 
has been unbecoming to an officer of a public body.’’ Extracts 
from the clerk’s letters, which the chairman of the sub- 
committee admitted to ‘‘ take rather an official tone,’’ are 
included in the report. An assurance was given on behalf of 
the clerk that such conduct would not be repeated, and he 
expressed regret that in the endeavour to perform his duty 
he had been far too zealous and used inappropriate 
phrases. The chairman of the tribunal remarks that it is the 
settled tradition of the civil service in no circumstances to write 
letters or reports which could fairly be considered abrupt, 
irritating, or offensive, and that much of the elaborate form 
of civil service composition springs from a desire to cause no 
offence to the public, and that the tradition is a valuable one, 
and worthy of adoption by public bodies generally. 

The outcome of these proceedings in Dorset was mentioned 
by Dr. Le Fleming in his speech from the chair at the Panel 
Conference Dinner (Supplement, November 3rd, p. 206), when 
he stated that it had been eminenily wnsenslal from the 
point of view of the profession. While certain of the minor 
complaints have*not been sustained, the attitude of the local 
profession on the principal matters has been abundantly vindi- 
cated, and the result, embodied as it is in an official report of 
a most painstaking and judicial character, will be of service 
in insurance administration generaliy. In Dorset it may hoped 
= ventilation of the whole matter will lead to happier 
relations. 


OXFORDSHIRE PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At a meeting of the Oxfordshire Panel Committee on August 14th, 
the matters under consideration included the national formulary, 
with which the members were in agreement, certain minor altera- 
tions being suggested. A reconsideration of the salary of the 
secretary resulted in an increase being granted in the form of an 
annual bonus, and a similar result was arrived at in regard to 
the honorarium payable to the clerk to the Insurance Committee, 
in connexion with work done by him for the Panel Committee. 
It was also decided to continue the method of raising funds for 
the expenses of the Committee by a voluntary levy. 

_ A further meeting was held on October 23rd, for the purpose of 
instructing the representative to the panel conference. Te was 
also resolved that in future an annual meeting of the medical 
men on the county panel should be called in January for discussion 
of the balance sheet and annual report, and other matters of 
general interest that have arisen during the year. 


Correspondence. 


Insurance Practitioners and Hospital Treatment. 

Srr,—If the Kent motion at the Panel Conference, 
quoted by Dr. Renton (Supplement, November 10th, p. 216), 
had read, ‘‘ That insurance practitioners should have 
greater opportunities of access to hospital beds to treat 
their insured patients than exist at present’ it would, 
I should think, have the support of nearly every medical 
man; but as it now stands it is a little ambiguous, and it 
might be contended that there would be administrative 
and practical difficulties in allowing others than members 
of the recognized staff of a general hospital to treat patients 
in the wards used by them. That there should be special 
wards in the hospitals for general practitioners to attend 
their patients in is quite a different thing; but there is 
still the question: Should they have beds in such wards 
or in special general practitioner hospitals? Though the 
former would obviously be the most advantageous the 
solution of this question must often depend on local 
conditions. 
' The objection that the number of medical men attending 
would make the work impossible for the nursing staff is 
rather theoretical than practical, for in fact the work, for 
one reason or another, generally falls into the hands of 
only a small proportion of the men practising in the neigh- 
bourhood. It would be no more reasonable to say that no 
general practitioner is fit to undertake serious hospital 
work than to say that every general practitioner could do 
it efficiently ; but there can be few general practitioners who 
could not efficiently carry out some part of hospital work 
and it is only natural that they would, in their own 
interests, only undertake that work in which they were 
competent. 

There is. no definite boundary line between cottage hos- 


pitals, small general hospitals, and large general hospitals, 
and we need only look at the work done in many of our 
cottage hospitals to realize that there is no clear line of 
demarcation between general practitioners and_ hospital 
surgeons or physicians. The position is often only a matter 
of opportunity, and why should not every practitioner 
who so desires have the opportunity which is afforded by 
working in an institution? 

We are much too apt to talk of hospital work as if it 
was only surgical, but equally important are the advantages 
of the hospital for medical work and for observation and 
diagnosis. Given this opportunity, the following-up of his 
case into hospital, where he can have all the advantages 
of continued observation in diagnosis and in treatment, 
of his treatment being certainly carried out, and easy con- 
sultation with fellow practitioners, specialists or otherwise, 
the panel practitioner will be able, and only so will he 
be able, to give his patient the full advantage of his 
knowledge and his skill; and though he may have a greater 
responsibility, he will have that interest in his work which 
he cannot have when he knows that when any difficulty 
arises or when he cannot properly treat him in his home, 
his patient must cease to be under his care. He wants help, 
but mostly he wants the means to help himself, and that 
means is the hospital bed and all that goes with it. He is 
constantly being adjured, and he as constantly desires, post- 
graduate instruction; there can be no post-graduate course 
more useful to him than hospital practice, with its daily 
opportunities of consultation with, and seeing the work of, 
other practitioners. 

Specialists and consultants have staked out claims in that 
eldorado of medicine, the hospitals, and greatly have 
medicine and the community been enriched by their work; 
but that should not prejudice the right of the general 
practitioner to stake his claim in the same territory. 

The extension of so-called cottage hospitals is going some 
way to meet the requirements of the practitioner; one hopes 
that coming legislation will provide more institutions avail- 
able for him, and that some, at any rate, of our larger 
general hospitals will in some way set aside beds for the 
use of general practitioners in their neighbourhood.—

But when 
the time comes round for us to elect our representatives 
to it, most of us know nothing about who they are or what 
they have done, beyond what we can gather from the 
necessarily sclf-laudatory and vote-seeking circulars issued 
by the enterprising few. 

If the Scottish Committee has no special status then it 
is high time it secured it. In the meantime, let us have 
reports of its proceedings, so that we may know how we
